!consider that hb| grain is threshed and 
harvested and rharketed, sometimes 
as far east of—Fort William, in the 
course of a very 1 few weeks, you can 
see that a good deal of the work that 
is done cannot be closely supervised, 
and the first opportunity the grain 
dealer has to “get” the farmer is the 
minute he drives.. Lis wagon load of 
wheat upon the scales of the country 
elevator. These scales are owned and 
controlled by the grain dealer, and are 
operated by one of his employees. A 
few days before I left my home, my 
nearest neighbour drove off the scales 
of a well-known elevator company of 
our town to the scales of another ele¬ 
vator company and found that there 
was. a difference- of eight bushels bet¬ 
ween the time he left one company 
and got to the other. Now that eight 
bushel loss means that the farmer 
was losing from ten to twenty per 
cent of his wheat, and at this point 
there will probably be marketed this 
year $1,500,000 of grain.

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hels in weight. That meant probably 
from 10 to 20 per cent of the value of 
the whole load of grain, and at the 
point where I live and market my 
grain, it would mean from $100,00? 
to $300,000 per year that would be 
taken out of the farmers of that im¬ 
mediate district. There are in the 
riding w r hich I represent some 35 ship¬ 
ping points on the different lines of 
railway; so that it will be seen that 
if the government proposes to do any¬ 
thing towards investigating- this con¬ 
dition, the place to begin is in the be¬ 
ginning, at the country^ elevators. 

It would seem -to me that a method 
could easily be devised to take the 
grain away from the elevator com¬ 
panies and place the handling of it 
under the control and direction of 
Government officials. In addition to 
the weighing of the grain at the coun¬ 
try elevators, the operator "of the lo¬ 
cal elevator is also charged with the 
grading' of the grain under certain 
conditions, and- this where the small 
farmer particularly is squeezed. "■The- 
small farmer who has less than a car¬ 
load of grain to ship drives up to. the 
country elevator and is at the mercy 
of the operator, not only as regards 
the weighing of the grain, but so far. 
as the grading as Well is concerned. 
Grain sold in this way is referred to 
as street wheat, and as stated by the 
bon. member for Swift Current { 
Argue), there is no reason why there 
should be much spread between street 
wheat .and track wheat when offered 
on the market at Fort William But 
at one point on, the lines of railway 
in m y riding, there was a difference of 
'as much as -47 cents a bushel between 
the street and track wheat on one 
particular day this fall, and at a point 
within 35 miles of this place on anot¬ 
her line of railway some companies 
were operating and paying- for street 
wheat only about 20 or 22 cents less 
than track wheat. Tnere was a com¬ 
bine undoubtedly among- the Elevators 
operating at the first point-—there can 
-be no question in the world about that 

and that combine existed for the 
purpose of killing competitive buying. 
At the other point were the ordinary 
methods of competitive buying were 
practised, and the farmers there were 
coming from greater distances, deliv¬ 
ering their wheat and getting a'square 
deal 

There is another phase of the ques¬ 
tion to which I want to refer, and that 
is the position in which the operator 
of the country elevator finds himself. 
He is a-s an employee of these large 
companies, some of them very large 
indeed, and he is engagedi on a salary 
and put under heavy bonds. He is 
charged with the responsibility of 
taking in the grain, weighing it out 
.and grading it, and in many cases 
paying for it. If there is a bank, 
payment is made by cheque, and if 
thei e is not he has to pay in currency, 
tie loads his wheat or other grain into 
cars; it delivered at Fort William and 
weighed from the cars into the ter¬ 
minal elevators. It is never made 
known to him during- the whole sea¬ 
son how the cars weigh out. They 
may be short or over, but the facts

are never made known to him and 
frequently at the end of the. year, af¬ 
ter everything is closed up, a repres¬ 
entative of the elevator company 
comes along and without giving par¬ 
ticulars, without telling him how these 
things happened, informs him that he 
is short, two, three or five hundred 
bushels, as the case may be, and the 
operator is ordered to make good the 
shortage. You see the temptation 
that is placed in the way of an opera¬ 
tor of a country elevator. If he de¬ 
sires to be honest he has the know¬ 
ledge that the club may be continu¬ 
ously swung over his - head. 

I might remind the House that dur¬ 
ing- the past sessions we have heard 
about sceenings or dockage, and w< 
get some rather interesting informa¬ 
tion a session or two ago before a 
special committee of this House 
known as the Cost of Living Com¬ 
mittee. I would like to explain that 
If those screenings were under three 
per cent at Fort William they become 
the absolute property of the terminal 
elevator. If they are over three per 
cent they become the property of the 
farmer Now the farmer pays for 
the threshing, of the wheat that he 
delivers to the country elevator and 
pays that a cent and three quar¬ 
ters a bushel for handling If. He also 
pays the elevator a commission and he 
pays the freight. Yet at Fort Wil¬ 
liam, when the sceertings are three 
per cent or under, the terminal eleva¬ 
tor gobbles the whole thing without 
having paid one cent in the matter of 
production, transportation or a.ny- 
thingelse.. 

Mr J. F. REID: Who pays for the 
cleaning of the screenings? 

Mr BLAIR; The terminal elevator, 
but -I would be very glad to go into 
the terminal elevator business myself 
if I could get such a concession as I 
have described. As I say, the farmer 
pays every other charge, and in two 
crop years during the war the price at 
the terminal elevator of these screen¬ 
ings was $35' tr-lnn .

the elevator of a well known grain 
company and immediately these oats 
W'ere shipped to this. company, they 
wrote and asked me why I had not 
sold my oats to them. I replied that 
I had been able to get a higher price 
than they were willing, to pay me. I 
immediately got a request for all the 
papers and documents in connection 
with the transaction, but I refused tc. 
comply' with the request, and, so far 
as I know the' matter w'as dropped. 
But the point I want t-o make is thai 
if these people are able t > penalize 
the man who goes out into the open 
competitive market and buys from the 
farmer at a higherprice than the 
price’ authorized at Winnipeg, the-y do 
so if they can find a way'. 

I now want to say a word or two 
with reference to the Wheat Board. 
Like every other public institution 
that board at one stage of its exist¬ 
ence was gxtremely unpopular, and s' 
another stage it became extremely 
popular. I am quite sure that if I 
had been in the hands of fifteen com¬ 
mittee men in my riding in the year 
1919 they would have forced my re¬ 
signation from this House. 1 am just 
as sure that if my resignation had 
then taken place, m y successor would 
also have been recalled last fail be¬ 
cause the Wheat Board was not re¬ 
established. The fact of the -mat toi¬ 
ls that the unpopularity of the Wheat 
Board was the result of the persist¬ 
ent and systematic agitation carried 
out by- men who wanted to knock this 
Government by any means they could 


employ for this purpose. These men 
went about the country and told the 
people that the participation certifis- 
cates or the “anticipation” certificates 
were next to valueless, and I know one 
man in my neighbourhoon, who, took 
his certificates home and threw them 
in the stove Other men sold them in 
great numbers for a price not greater 
than twenty-one cents a bushel.- 
Eventually these certificates were re¬ 
deemed at forty-eight cents a bushel. 
These agitators—some of them paid 
agitators—who went through the 
country working up this agitation for 
the sole purpose of knocking the pre¬ 
sent. Government, through the Wheat 
Board, caused a loss to the farmers 
which aggregated hundreds and thou¬ 
sands and perhaps millions of dollars. 
They told the farmers that this Go¬ 
vernment was their enemy, but hey 
awakened one day' to find out that 
their real enemy was to be found right 
in their own organization. The Wheat 
Board rendered efficient and valuable 
service to the farmers of Western 
Canada, and I have here a testimonial 
whibh I think ou^ht to bear some 
-weight, with the members of this

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A special permit is required in order 
to carry upon the person a revolver or 
other offensive weapon. 

Permits can be granted under the 
act by any commissioned officer or the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Pojice, or 
the superintendent of the Alberta 
Provincial Police, by a stipendiary, 
district, or police magistrate or sher¬ 
iff or chief constable of any city or 
incorporated town. 

The party granting the permit must 
be satisfied as to the good character 
of the applicant, and that he is a fit 
and proper person to be allowed to 
have arms in his possession. 

These permits are good for a term 
mot exceeding twelve months from the 
date of issue. They shall not be good 
or have any force or effect beyond 
the limits within which the person 
granting the same has jurisdiction or 
has power to exercise the duties of 
his lofflice. ♦ 

Such permit may be cancelled at 
any time by competent, authoritty for 
thereon the name of maker, registered 
number, general description of each 
arm covered by such permit. 

Parties living within incorporated 
cities and towns sh'ouro apply to the 
chief constable of such incorporation. 
Those living outside, such incorpor¬ 
ation should apply to the nearest stip- j 
endiary or police magistrate. Those 
who are hot in touch with a resident 
magistrate should apply to the near¬ 
est officer of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police or to the superintend¬ 
ent oft he Alberta Provincial Police 
Edmonton.

There are, then, three important 
points to consider in operating the 
mill—the rate at which the grain flows 
through the mill, the selection and ad¬ 
justment of the proper screens, and 
the 'control of the wjnd blast. To 
these may be added two other import¬ 
ant details, namely, the rate of speed 
at which the mill is turned, and the 
amount of shake given to the screens. 

Both these should be at least equal to 
the rate given by the manufacturer 
and the speed should be uniformly 
maintained. 

Poor results are usually due to lack 
of attention to ione or mare of the 
essential details. The grain is fed i

through the mill too fast, the wrong j 
sized sieve is used, particularly at the [ 
bottom; there is toioi slow or .irregular j 
turning of the .mill; or else the wind 
is too strong or too. weak. All these 
different adjustments must be tried 
nut and the ideal condition found for 
each kind of. grain before good re¬ 
sults can be expected. One common 
source of poor results from cleaning 
grain is the desire to secure as much have that day.

It is of no use for the council to get 
a supply of poison and have it used 
when the poisoners think they have 
time to put it out. This system is 
absolute waste of money, and as it 
your money the council ask that the 
Gophers will be poisoned as soon in 
the spring as they start to come out, 
and that another dose could be set out 
about two weeks after the first with 
good effect. 

If any quarters are poisoned by a 
ratepayer and those adjoining are not 
poisoned in reasonable time by the 
ones whom should poison them, the 
council ask that the location of the 
unpoisoned quarters be given to the 
councillor of, the division in which 
they are in,these lands will then be 
liable to be entered upon and 'the poi¬ 
son laid and charged to the owner as 
are company lands. ___
